It follows then, as the shadow follows 
the substance, that their interpretation 
of the birth of the spirit isthe key which 
locks and unlocks the church's whole 
“scheme” of salvation.

Neither 
of our senses can sense it. It can neither 
be heard, lasted, smelled or seen; nor can 
it be felt with a physical sense of feeling. 
The only way one can know of its exist- 
ence is to be born of it, That birth, 
which is conversion, gives us a kind of 
spiritual sight by which spirit is appre- 
hended.

| Hwang-te, who has been called the 
Napoleon of the East. He was, in truth, 
a greater man than Napoleon, for when 
he died—210 B. €.—he had not only 
beaten back on every side the barbarian 
invaders and vastly expanded the boun- 
daries of China, but he had annibilated 
the traditional feudality and substituted 
a centralized system, which endures to 
this day. Nor is his the only name of a 
great strategist and organizer known to 
the students of Chinese history. Be- 
sides, it is to be remembered that the 
Chinese are quite willing to accept the 
military services of foreigners, as was 
shown by their employment of Gordon, 
Ward and others in the Taeping rebel- 
lion. Should they ever march against 
Europe, their armies, like those of the 
the Goths and Huns, would be full of 
renegades from the West. 

Of course western Europeans may con- 
sole themselves with the reflection that 
this danger is remote, and that in 
any event Russia would be the first vic- 
tim, as she became and remained for 
more than two centuries the victim of 
Mongol invasion; The descendants of 
Zenghis, by the way, were not repelled 
from central Europe by force of arms, but 


withdrew of their owu accord owing to 
the sudden death of the Great Khan. 
When we bear in mind how near the 
Mongols were to effecting a complete 
conquest of Europe only six centuries 
ago, it will not do to count too confident- 
ly on the defeat of the Chinese should 
they advance westward furnished with 
ull the military resources possessed by 
their opponents.—N. Y. Sun.

Professo¢ Winchell to be made as follows: 
Take two ounces of clear gum arabic, onc and 
ahalfounces of fine starch, and half an ounce 
of white sugar. Dissolve the yum arabic in na 
much water as the Jaundicas would use for the 
quantity of starch indicated, Mix the starch 
and augar with the mucilage. Then cook the 
mixture in a vessel suspended in bolling water 
until the starch becotses clear. The cement 
should be as thick ns tar. and kept so. f1 can 
be kept from spoiling by the addition of 
camphor or a little otl of cloves.—Scientific
